Interstate 45 Open 


FAIRFIELD— Interstate 45, the long- 


dreamed-of 
four-lane link between 


Dallas and Houston-Galveston, finally 
achieved realization Wednesday with 
ribbon-cutting ceremonies on what was 
the last remaining link of the 292-mile 
highway. 


D.C. Greer, the State Highway 


Commission chairman who 12 years ago 
performed similar duties at the opening 
of the first completed link of the highway 
in the four-county District 17, did the 
honors. The bright red ribbon that Greer 
snipped contained a wire that, when cut,

that had been built, alongside the road 
behind the speaker's stand. 


A section of the model, depicting the 


12-mile stretch of highway being 
dedicated, slid into place between two 
sections representing the existing Dallas 
arid Houston ends of the highway, setting 
off in turn a smoking, flaming highway 
marker bearing the legend "Interstate 
Texas 45.'! 


An estimated 465 persons attended the 


ceremonies, preceded by a hamburger 


lunch that was hosted by employes of 
District 17. Among the official guests 
present were state Sen. William Moore 
of Bryan, state Rep. Jack Hawkins of 
Groesbeck, county judges and officials 
from Navarro, Freestone, Leon and 
Walker counties, and chamber of 
commerce members 
representing 


Dallas, Houston, Corsicana, Fairfield 
and Buffalo. The Fairfield High School 
band performed during the occasion. 


Traffic began to flow along the north- 


bound portion of the highway almost 
immediately after the ribbon-cutting. 
Greer led off the official 
caravan, 


folio wed by individual cars, two school 
buses, a camper 
truck and, ap- 


propriately 
enough, 
two 
highway 


patrolmen whose chores of officially 
policing the highway had begun. 


With the official opening of the last 


link, the treacherous stretch of highway 
known as Nightmare Alley—the U.S. 75 
bypass of the Interstate, running from 
just south of Fairfield north to Street- 
man—was at last laid to rest. Highway 


Department statistics claim that 115 
persons were killed in accidents along 
the bypass during the past six years. 
Originally more than 50 miles long, the 
bypass dwindled down in length! over the 
years as portions of the Interstate were 
completed. But the heavy toll in lives 
along the narrow, rolling stretch of road 
continued almost up to the last, at least 
six persons dying in accidents there in 
the past year. 


Work began on Interstate 45 more than 


15 years ago with construction projects 
at the Dallas and Houston-Galveston 
ends. The «fi'rst'. project in District 17, 
where 112 miles of the total 292 miles lie, 
was the Huntsville loop, contracted in 
1957. Construction in general proceeded 
from south to north with traffic being 
diverted to each completed section from 
U.S. 75 as work progressed. 


According to highway department 


figures, the total amount invested in IH 
45 through District 17 is $62,800,000, 
including $3,400,000 for purchase of right 
of way and $59,400,000 for construction.

Unable to reach a decision Wednesday 


in the county court case charging Gary 
'Youngblood, 24, with 
aggravated 


assault, the jury of four men and two 
women went back into deliberation at 9 
a.m. today and returned half an hour 
later with a unanimous decision that it 
was a hung jury. 


The juror who made the an- 


nouncement in court today, Thomas 
Kenneth Logan, did not say how many 
jurors had voted guilty or how many 
voted innocent. 


The trial for Youngblood began 


sometime after 10 a.m. Wednesday 
before Navarro County Judge Kenneth 
Douglas. 


The defendant was charged with 


allegedly pointing a pistol at 17-year-old 
James Boane of Fort Worth on June 25, 
the night a fire occurred at a garage 
near the Youngblood residence. 


The accusation-filled court case was 


everything which makes a decision 
difficult for jurors. Politics, per- 
sonalities and motives were brought out 
both by prosecuting assistant district 
attorney Robert Dunn and defense at- 
torney Julius Jacobs. 


The jurors Wednesday heard only the 


case presentation by Dunn and a plea of 
"not guilty" by the defense attorney, 
speaking on behalf of Youngblood, 
before the court adjourned at 11:30 a.m. 
to reconvene at 2:30 p.m. 


The first witness for the State was 16- 


year-old Tim Cearley of Fort Worth who 
testified he had been involved in a fight 
with Youngblood the night of the fire. He

burden of uniforms and other items on 
parents' shoulders. 


They say the group was organized in 


order to establish ways of raising money 
so that any girl who was elected would 
not have to worry about finances, except 
for a $30 deposit fee.

Q: With further reference to W. 2nd 


Avenue and how busy it is with traffic 
now, we hope the city will not use the 
"temporary" measure of merely 
widening the shoulders. We, the people 
who own property on W. 2nd Ave., are a 
part of the city and we really want to go 
all the way NOW to make this a four lane 
city street with curbs and gutters—the 
whole works. Many of our finest assets 
as a city are on this "road" (which is 
really what it looks like)—the State 
Home, IOOF Home, Memorial Hospital 
and Medical Arts Clinic—all of which 
are visited daily by out-of-town people, 
and it is embarrassing that they do not 
have a better approach. These fine 
facilities deserve better ... and the 
property owners deserve better. Let's do 
it NOW ... please? (F.B.W.) 


A: City Hall says you are invited to get 


up a petition from property owners 
wanting this improvement as you 
outlined and present it to the City 
Commission for consideration. If un- 
dertaken, it would require abutting 
property owners on either side of the 
street to pay their pro rata share of 
paying one third of the street widening 
construction and the curbs and gutter for 
their own lot front footage. This in itself 
would "be costly" although an exact 
figure is not known until engineering 
calculations could be made. To put in the 
"whole works" could very well entail 
installing storm sewers where now 
drainage ditches exist on either side of 
W. 2nd Ave., and this would boost the 
overall costs. At this time, no decision 
has been made that Corsicana will 
overlay asphalt on the shoulders as a 
previous writer to Act-Sun suggested. 
The city agreed to "explore" costs of 
this as a temporary measure to improve 
the riding surface and broadened the 
width, pending such time as affected 
owners want to pay their share of paving 
and widening.

said he and Boane were staying with the 
Billy Newton family at 611 W. 7th Ave.

Witnesses for the defense included 


Lewis Palos, an officer with the Cor- 
sicana Police Department; 
Brad 


Haynie, a former patrolman here; and 
Corsicana Police Chief Don Massey. The 
defense attorney questioned all three 
men about a trip to Las Vegas in June 
1971 with the Youngbloods, and each 
witness testified he had gone on such a 
trip but that the Youngbloods had not 
financed it. 


Both Palos and Haynie denied that 


Youngblood had pointed a pistol at 
anyone. They said Youngblood got the 
pistol out of a flowerbed and they took it 
away from him before he could point it 
at anyone. 


There was also a question during the 


testimony by the prosecuting attorney 
about whether Haynie was using 
harrassment when he stopped the editor 
of the Corsicana Daily Sun for in- 
vestigation of driving while intoxicated 
on the day the article about the alleged 
aggravated assault was published. The 
patrolman testified he had stopped the 
editor and the man, Sam Pendergrast, 
was not DWI and there was no smell of 
alcohol on his breath. 


Jacobs pointed out in his closing 


arguments that the defendant had no 
reason to point a pistol at Boane, that he 
had no words with the man, and that the 
fight was with Cearley. 


The defense attorney charged that it 


was not Gary Youngblood who was on 
trial here, it was Sue Youngblood, the 
mayor of the City of Corsicana. He said 
it was unfair to punish her through the 
accusations against her son. 


Dunn said in his closing arguments 


that his witness had no motive to lie 
whereas the Youngbloods were trying to 
.protect their son. 


The jury was escorted into the 


deliberating room at 5:25 p.m. and at 
7:32 p.m. returned without a verdict. 


A spokesman for the jury, Thomas 


Kenneth Logan^ said "We have 
unanimously decided we would like to 
take a look at it after we sleep on it. 


Judge Douglas reminded the jury that 


anyone attempting to discuss the case 
with them would be in contempt of court 
and instructed the jurors to return at 9 
a.m. today. 


County Passes Resolution 
To Intervene in TRA Suit

The Navarro County Commissioners 


today, during a regular meeting at the 
Navarro County Courthouse, passed a 
resolution to engage the services of an 
attorney to file a motion for leave to 
intervene in behalf of the County of 
Navarro as a party defendant in a suit 
involving the Trinity River Master Plan. 


The resolution, read by County Judge 


Kenneth Douglas, was passed unopposed 
on a motion by precinct I Commissioner 
Homer McNabb, and a second by 
precinct 
4 
Commissioner 
Bill 


Hargroves. It proposed to intervene in a 
lawsuit styled Sierra Club, et al. vs. 
Froehlke, et al, which was designed to 
permanently halt important elements of 
the Trinity River Master Plan. 


One element was the Wallisville 


Project presently under construction in 
Chambers County and which is 50 per 
cent complete. 


The other is the Trinity River Project 


which is now being designed. 


The Trinity River Master Plan was 


proposed by the United States Army 
Corps of Engineers and the Trinity River 
Authority of Texas. It is designed to 
provide a direct water route from Dallas 
to Houston. 


In other action, the commissioners 


approved a proposal to enter into 
agreement with the Texas Criminal 
Justice Council on obtaining an adult 
probation officer for Navarro County. 


Judge Douglas told the commissioners 


the agreement would be for a three-year 
period after which time the county could 
determine whether it would stay with 
and fund the program or withdraw. 


Under the program, the county and 


district judges would charge persons on 
probation a $10 fee per month for the cost 
of administration. This fee would go to 
the Criminal Justice Council for the first 
three years and to the county after that 
period. 


Judge Douglas said the Criminal 


Justice Council for the first three years 
would pay for most expenses in the 
program. .The county would be 
responsible for providing office space 
and paying for reproduction materials. 


If the Criminal Justice Council ap- 


proves the Navarro County application, 
it will go into effect Jan. 1. A probation 
officer will be hired after the approval.

It isn't all plush 
press boxes and pre-game steaks, 
it turns out.

For 10 weeks every year, 
schoolboy football reigns su- 
preme. 


Praise, criticism and hero- 


worship annoint the heads of 
quarter-backs, 
touchdown 


specialists, hard-headed line- 
men, 
coaches and defensive 


squads—those poor guys who get 
the blame when they "let" the 
other team score. 


Other group of football 


regulars about whom little is ever 
heard, except when he spells a 
name wrong, is the army of 
reporters who weekly brave the 
vast unknown to turn hundreds of 
games into prose for the Satur- 
day morning quarterbacks. Most 
are not professional sports 
writers—just 
the weekend 


variety. 


These guys and gals—yes, a lot 


of them are members of the 
fairer sex—usually are regarded 
by the fans in the classic mold. 
They see the upturned hatbrim, 
chewed pencil and dog-eared note 
pad. They figure he is absolutely 
delighted to be their guest for the 
evening so he can spend an hour 
or so after the game putting the 
worst 48 minutes in the team's 
history into words of comfort and 
solace. 


Let me shoot down that myth. 


It ain't like that at all! 


Every editor from metropoli- 


tan dailies to the smallest week- 
lies knows that when September 
arrives things are not going to be 
the same for some time. 


First, there is the challenge of 


securing reporters for all of the 
games in his area. 


This might seem to be no 


problem at all, considering the 
millions of football fans, but 
that's not the way it is. 


Those fans want to go out there 


and enjoy themselves— cheer 
their team, boo the officials and 
do their own version of the instant 
replay, all the while waving and 
gossiping with fellow fans in the 
stands. 


You ought to try all that so- 


cializing while taking down a 
play-by-play and working up 
running statistics. There's no 
way you're going to do both! 


So the sports editor rounds up a 


group of persons who know 
something about football—who 
are willing to give up every Fri- 
day night for 10 weeks and who 
will head for the nearest phone 
booth or newspaper office as the 
game is over. 


This means skipping the after- 


game parties, doing a lot of 
ahead-of-time figuring on where 
to park your car so you can get 
away in front of the crowd, find- 
ing back-country roads where no 
one else would dare drive that 
time of night, and then keeping 


was 
extremely 
erratic-- 


depending on the headlights of 
passing cars. He decided it was 
his last football game. 


His replacement, a hardier 


soul, now carries a well-batteried 
flash light. She found calling in a 
game from a phone booth where 
you could only read by the green 
on the corner traiffic light too 
much of a strain. 


If your paper is in good with the 


home team the reporter is 
usually welcomed royally. The 
Student Council provides free 
coffee, or at least free feet to 
fetch it from the concession 
stand. The announcer makes you 
a grand personage, via the loud- 
speaker, all the while telling the 
home-team fans you are going to 
put their players in the headlines 
tomorrow. 


If you're lucky, you get an as- 


signment to a school that has a 
fairly new field, stands and press 
box. 


If you're not, you can write 


fiction for Saturday's paper; no- 
body will know the difference ex- 
cept for the final score. 


One of my fondest moments 


was my first assignment to an 
eight-man team. Nobody bother- 
ed to tell me ahead of time that it 
was eight-man football and it was 
nearly the half before I found out 
why my statistics did not make 
sense. A statistics system geared 
to a 100-yard field and an 11-man 
team does not work on an 80-yard 
field and a three-man short team. 


But that was only the onerous 


part of my assignment. The best 
part came when I found there 
were no stands, no press box, no 
vantage 
point. 
Being 
a 


scrounger, I approached the 
nearest pickup truck backed up 
to the field and secured most 
gracious permission to watch the 
game from the wheel well. 


LA set of sound equipment in 


that truck turned out to be not 
only the music source for the 12- 
member drill team in homemade 
uniforms but also the play-by- 
play announcer's spot. 


When the announcers, not one 


but two, arrived I had the most 
- 
flattering experience of my foot- pep squaders-plus some of toe 
ball-reportingcareer. 
most gigantic footbaU players the 


high 


times very real physical dangers 
involved, too. 


Like the reporter who was 


cosily ensconsed in a flimsy press 
box, barely large enough for him 
and the irrepressable fan who 
was manning the public address 
system.

Officials from the visiting team 


asked and received permission to 
mount to the tin roof and set up 
their movie camera. Minutes 
later the whole place was 
quivering like a Peruvian ear- 
thquake had invaded Texas. 


"How many people are up on 


this press box?", shouted the 
terrified announcer over the PA 
mike, while the reporter envi- 
sioned himself crumpled on the 
ground under piles of lumber, tin 
roofing, cameras and other 
crushed bodies. 


"You can't have bat one person 


up there! Clear off or we'll have 
the whole thing tumbling down," 
the announcer screamed into the 
mike. 


The visitors, pretty scared 


themselves by the rocking, quak- 
ing structure, cleared off and the 
reporter suffered none of his 
imagined injuries. He just de- 
manded battle pay when he re- 
turned to the office. 


No matter how many games 


you cover, there's alway one you 
hear about and wish you had been 
there. 


A new school in a large met- 


ropolitan city scheduled a game 
at a rural school that was hard- 
pressed to field a 20-man squad. 


To this day, nobody under- 


stands how it happened—but it 
did. The home drill team was all 
decked out in new outfits and 
excited about doing their half- 
time routine to the music of a 
well-worn record broadcast over 
the PA system. 


The football squad lurked in the 


ramshackle shed that served as 
fieldhouse, swapping around 
uniforms and pads until they 
found the set that came closest to 
fitting them. 


Then the visitors started to 


arrive. First off came five 
chartered buses, spilling out a 
seemingly never-ending stream 
of spit and polish band members,

staff. 


"You drive back; YOU call 


from the nearest pay phone booth 
and be sure you take a dime so 
you can get the operator to put 
through your collect call. You 
take a camera along with your 
clip board, statististics sheets 
and stomach ache medicine—we 
haven't had a picture from that 
team all year." 


These and other details like 


your comment, "I never knew 
eight man football existed," do 
nothing to deter the sports editor.. 
He is going to have "X" number 
of game stories in the next 
edition. No matter what it costs 
you. 


There was the neophyte who 


drove only 20 miles to a game, 
expecting to tool it back to the 
office before the deadline.

Getting Roses Ready for Winter Is Big Project 


Casework Completed

Getting roses ready for winter 


is a several-step project. The first 
step is fall sanitation. The leaves 
must be collected and burned as 
they fall. Any canes with cankers 
or bores should be cut and bur- 
ned. 


Weeds must be controlled, 


especially chickweed which 
grows during mild winters and 
spider mites which will return in 
the spring. If blackspot has been 
severe, discard old mulch and 
leaves 
and 
replace 
with 


spaghnum peat moss, bark, pine 
straw, cotton burrs, or, other 
clean organic material. 


No freeze protection is needed 


unless temperatures reach minus 
10 degrees or lower. If tem- 
peratures dip this low and are 
expected to be below zero for 
more than 24 hours, we recom- 
mend covering the center of each 
rose plant with 10 inches of soil. 


As soon as the first killing frost 


has removed all the foliage, 
material to protect the roses 
should be applied. A light, loamy 
soil is recommended for winter 
protection, since peat moss, 
leaves and other materials hold 
water. 


Small cuts on trees or shrubs 


usually heal over quickly and 
treatment is not necessary. But if 
the cut is over 1 inch in diameter, 
some protection should be given 
to prevent decay organisms or 
diseases from entering through 
the wound. 


We suggest painting the 


wounds with a water emulsion or 
a commercial tree wound 
dressing that contains an an- 
tiseptic. The antiseptic helps 
prevent the spread of organisms 
which may contaminate the tree 
paint. Most garden supply Stores 
have commercial 
preparations 


suitable for treating tree wounds. 


Ordinary asphalt paint can be 


used if the wound is first swabbed 
with alcohol. If the wound is wet 
or "weeping", it may be 
necessa/jy to wait until it dries 
before applying the dressing. 


Do not use tar or creosote 


compounds for tree wounds. They 
are toxic to the cambium layer 
beneath the bark and may 
prevent the wound from healing 
over. 


It is best to keep an unbroken 


film or dressing over the pruning 
wound. One coat of tree wound 
dressing should last 2 or 3 years. 
On larger wounds it may be 
necessary to recoat them several 
times while they are healing 
over. 


If foliage on garden plants is 


turning a mottled yellow and 
dropping, chances are good

spider mites are at work. Close 
inspection of the underside of the 
leaves may reveal a tiny red or 
red spotted mite. They are 
common during periods of hot 
dry weather and can be very 
damaging to most garden plants. 
Control recommendations can be 
secured from the county agent's 
office. 


Early tall is tfie time to plant 


hardy bulb and bulb-like struc- 


tures for a brilliant display of 
colors in the home landscape 
early next spring when only a few 
plants are in bloom. The spring 
flowering bulb requires very 
little care, but can provide 
beauty to the yard. 


Among the more popular 


spring flowering bulbs are tulip, 
narcissus, hyacinth, iris, and 
.crocus. Some that are not so well 
known are scilla, chinno doxa, 
muscari, and galanthus. 


Tulips are sold by type, variety 


or species. Some of the common 
types of tulips are: Cottage, 
Dawin, Lily Flowered, Parrot, 
Double and Breeder. 


Plant tulips four to six inches 


deep and six to twelve inches 
apart. Tulip bulbs should be 
discarded after three years as the 
flowers continue to get smaller 
each year. 


The narcissus family includes 


the narcissi and daffodil, grows 


three to twenty inches tall and 
blooms in March and April. Bulb 
size determines the number of 
flowers. 
Double-nose 
bulbs 


produce two flowers and smaller, 
round bulbs produce one flower. 


Plant bulbs four to six inches 


deep and four to eight inches 
apart in September, or October. 
Narcissus bulbs may be left in 
place until they become crowded, 
usually three or four years. 


Hyacinth is showy and formal. 


It produces many small flowers 
close together along the stem. 
The bulbs are sold by variety and 
usually are graded by size. Size of 
bulb indicates size of flower. The 
hyacinth grows 6 to 12 inches high 
and blooms in April as the nar- 
cissus begins to fade. Blooms are 
all colors. 


Plant small bulbs 3-4 inches 


deep and 4 to 6 inches apart; 
plant large bulbs 5 to 6 inches 
deep and 6 to 8 inches apart. 


Plant bulbs in October. 


Handle these bulbs carefully 


because they bruise easily. Leave 
them in place for several years; 
however, the flowers become 
smaller each year. Dig and 
discard when flowers become too 
small. 


To grow spring flowering bulbs 


successfully: 


-Select healthy, mature bulbs 


and store them in a cool, dry 
place until planting time. 


—Prepare the soil in the 


planting beds thoroughly. 


—Plant at proper depths and 


distance apart and planting times 
recommended for each kind of 
bulb. 


—Maintain a winter mulch to 


prevent damage from alternate 
freezing and thawing.

.As its name implies, this 
United Fund-supported agency 
exists to serve needs of entire 
families or members of families 
in providing assistance for food, 
clothing or shelter 
on an 


emergency 
basis 
and 
in 


providing 
counseling 
on 


whatever family problem is at 
hand. This year the agency 
received $8,750 from the UF and 
had other gifts of $3,468 for its 
operations. 


In 1970, 860 Corsicana families 


received assistance, involving 
2,494 family members. While 
Family Service is primarily 
oriented to helping Corsicana 
residents, there are tunes when 
the agency can't be restricted by 
a city limits line. A person living 
just outside town can be in just as 
much need as one in town, or for 
that matter a .person at the far 
reaches of the county. Ad- 
ditionally, 279 individuals were 
provided assistance of some type 
in county towns. 


"We work closely with other 


agencies—the Salvation Army, 
Red Cross, the Family Con- 
sultation Center, the health 
department, the Public Welfare 
Department, the school nurses 
and the schools," related Mrs. 
Bolen.

dividual or family group, the 
objective is to determine the 
problem and what Family' Ser- 
vice can do to resolve it, or steer 
the person to the soiiirce where 
help of a particular kind can be 
obtained.

garage sales," she explained, 
adding that many housewives 
have long made it a practice to 
donate their families' used, 
though still serviceable old 
clothes to the Association. This 
reason, it has not been necessary 
in quite some time now to issue a 
special appeal for clothing. 


: 
Furniture is something that is 


always welcome and seldom 
stays in stock. There's alway a 
fire that burns out a family 
destroying all possessions, and 
Family Service is one. of the local 
agencies called on for help in 
replacing lost possessions. 


Any time clothing or household 


goods are donated to Family 
Service, these items are tax 
deductible by the donors. Family 
Service issues an inventory-type 
receipt to the donor to be used by 
the individual in seeking a tax 
deduction. 


Family 
Service 
buys 


prescriptions for the indigent; it 
arranges transportation on 
doctor's orders for indigent 
patients needing to go to hospitals 
other places. This is. ac- 
complished by providing the 
client a "charity letter*' which 
enables the individual to receive 
a discount up to 25 per cent off the 
regular bus fare.

dedicated Sunday, October 17, at 
2:30 p.m., according to an an- 
nouncement by Uel Davis, Jr., 
chariman 
of the 
Freestone 


County 
Historical 


Committee. 


The marker is 3.3 miles north of 


Stewards Mill, at the intersection 
of FM 833 and FM 2547. 


Made of cast aluminium with 


Swedish steel effect, the marker 
measures 27 by 42 inches and is 
sponsored by the descendants of 
William Bonner and Dr. John 
Bonner. The inscription reads: 


" B o n n e r 
C e m e t e r y , 


established in 1867 as a final 
resting place for William Bonner, 
Dr. John Bonner and their 
descendants. The two brothers, 
natives of South Carolina, came 
to Texas in the early 1850s, set- 
tling in Freestone County. Here 
they amassed thousands of acres 
of land which they developed into 
great cotton plantations." 


Patriarch of the Texas Bonners 


was William Bonner (1783-1877), 
who started his career as a 
waggoner. 
With 
modest 


education and no financial help, 
he piloted his Texas Land in- 
vestments into a fortune. 


A veteran of the War of 1812, he 


married Ann Lee Joel in 1816. Of 
their eleven children, seven 
chose to live in this area. He was 
a staunch Presbyterian who was 
known for his shrewd judgment, 
unusual energy, humor and 
common sense. 


John Bonner (1794-1879) was 


one of three physicians among 
the five Bonner brothers. A 
person of great intelligence, he 
scorned sham and ignorance. He 
and his wife Eliza (Williams) had 
nine children, seven of whom 
moved to Freestone County with 
them. 


Among the five generations of 


Bonners 
interred 
here 
are 


teachers, 
doctors, lawyers, 


merchants and farmers. For over 
a century the family has figured 
prominently in the development 
of Freestone County,

will be Charles Brice Robinson of 
Sherman, 
great-great-grandson 


of William Bonner and Dr. John 
Bonner. The marker will be

Don BowenTells Goals of Clinic 


Medical Arts Clinic's long 


range goal is to expand to a 40- 
physician clinic and the building 
program now nearing completion 
will provide facilities for 26 
doctors, Rotarians were told 
Wednesday by Don Bowen, 
executive director. 


"The purpose of Medical Arts 


is to be a multi-specialty group 
and we are gathering together 
specialists in various fields, in a 
group atmosphere, to serve a 
small city-rural area health care 
needs. The overall objective of 
the clinic is to become whatever 
is needed," said Bowen. 


He pointed out that this facility, 


though located in a small city- 
rural area, serves a region of 
300,000 people from north of 
Ennis, west to Waco, east to 
Tyler and as far south as 
Houston. 


Medical Arts was established 


in Corsicana in 1952, enlarged 
first in 1957, again in 1966 and now 
for a fourth time. Bowen said the 
clinic presently has 15 fulltime 
physicians and a psychiatrist 
who comes in once or twice a 
week from out-of-town. He 
related the clinic since July has 
added three new doctors, Dr. 
Allen Jones and just recently Dr. 
John B. Nelson, giving the clinic 
a staff of five internists, and Dr. 
John Reed, eye, nose and throat 
specialist. It has added a 
department 
of 
audiology 


(hearing), a speech theraphy and 
a physical theraphy department 
and "and we are striving to add a 
couple of new departments now 
for orthopedic surgery and a 
department of urology." 


Bowen said in addition to the 


building expansion and staff 
enlargement, the clinic has been 


renovating the older part of the 
building and going through in- 
ternal reorganization, changing 
its medical records systems and 
putting its accounting program 
on 
computer, 
and 
adding 


equipment in the laboratory 
which enables it to increase its 
lab services. 


"The clinic is growing and we 


feel we have a fine relationship 
with the community. We think 
our new, young doctors are ex- 
tremely excited about our 
community," 
Bowen 
said, 


pointing out it is a big decision for 
them to locate in a town this size 
and "they are really evaluating 
us before they come in." 


Bowen extended to Rotarians 


an invitation to an open house the 
clinic will observe when the 
enlargement program is com- 
pleted later this year.
